Annual Rates per Thousand: Rates in the form of “annual rates 

per thousand men" are conventionally used in medical 
statistics and reporting. They serve the purpose of 
basing observations on a cammon time-period. Most 
annual rates in this report are based on observation 
of a month-long period; such rates can be converted 
to rough percentages for the month by dividing them 
by 120, 


Crude Death Rates: This term applies to deaths fram all causes 
emong the entire army in the theatre, as distinct 
from death rates specific for cause, age, risk, 
and so on. 
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HEALTH OF U. S. ARMY TROOPS IN SWPA 
August, 1944 


1. NONEPFECTIVENESS 


The corrected mean daily non-effective rate for the month of 
July (3.8%) is essentially the same as for the preceding month. 
Incomplete returns for August indicate that the rate for that month 
will be somewhat higher (approximately 4.4%). During July there 
was a significant decrease in noneffectiveness due to battle casual- 
ties which was offset by Scrub Typhus and neuropsychiatric diseases. 
The rise in the latter rate was due to an accumulation of mental 
patients boarded and awaiting evacuation. 


2. ADMISSION TO SICK REPORT 


The corrected rate of admissions to sick report for July shows 
a decline from the June figure and incomplete returns for August 
indicate that a further decline can be anticipated. There was a 
significant decline in Dengue, Malaria, and Common Respiratory diseases; 
an increase in FUO, however, may offset to some extent the declines in 
Malaria and Dengue. There was a marked increase in Typhus which was 
almost entirely noted in Army and Air Force combat troops. 


3. DBSATHS 


The crude death rate for the theater showed a significant decrease 
during July, being mainly a reflection of a decreased rate in those 
killed in action and those dying of battle wounds. 


4. EVACUATIONS 


Due to the movement of Headquarters and the temporary separation 
of the Evacuation Section from the Medical Records Section, it was 
impossible to provide accurate statistics on evacuation for the report. 


5. HOSPITAL BEDS 


For the month of August there was a marked decline in the percent- 
age of 1/0 beds occupied in some bases and an increase in others. due 
to the shifting troop strength. 1/0 beds in Base 7 were only 48. 
occupied, in Base 2, 35.9% occupied, and Base D, 45.4%. However, 
hospitals in Bases B, BE, FP, and G were operating over 100% of 1/0 
capacity.

The number of Dental Officers reporting the above Dental Service for 
the month of July was 697, with the ratio of total Dental Officers to the 
total strength being 1.4 per 1000 men, or one dentist for every 730.4 men. 


The admission rate for Stomatitis, Vincent's, during July was 11.1 
per 1000 per annum or 0.9 per 1000 for the month. This is the lowest rate 
recorded in this Theater to date. 


For every tooth extracted, 1.2 were replaced by dentures or bridges, 
indicating that 20% more teeth were replaced than extracted. The average 
number of teeth replaced for each partial denture constructed was 5.3. 

For each tooth extracted there were 5.4 permanent restorations, (fillings, 
etc.) inserted, The average number of permanent restorations per reporting 
Dental Officer was 111.4. Of the Amalgam restorations, 32.9% were 
Oxyphosphate and Amalgam. 


All the above ratings were computed on the basis of the mean strength 
of July. 
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
